Yellow Bird, which now are wait 
ing for favorable weather on the 
Maine coast'to head into the air for 
Europe, are ready for an attempt 
like the epoch-making flight of Char 
les ,A. Lindbergh, to record a new 
aerial achievement—a trans-Atlantic 
air race. The Green Flash, manned 
by two Americans, is headed for 
Rome and the Yellow Bird, piloterl 
ty French fliers, for Paris. If the 
hopes of their crews are realized 
the two planes will race over the 
ocean to Europe. 


And so in the span of 24 months 


the picture was changed from 
flight of a lone pilot to a pros 
pective race over the uncharted ah 
lanes and this is but a part of the 
ad\ ancement aviation has 
made 


since that memorable feat of Liud 
bergh two years ago. 


In the first hah! of this year, a 


new field besides the 
spectacular 


feats of flights across oceans and 
into the ice-bound polar regions has 
been opened in aviation—the refuel- 
ing of planes from the air. Two

for days have been conducted and 
a.viation authorities regarded them 
as pointing the way towarct uninter- 
rupted, flights over long distances 
and of far-reaching effect in the pro- 
gress of flying, 


FORT WORTH'S RECORD 


A few da>s ago two Chilian avia- 


tors in their single-motored mono 
plane, the Fort Worth, remained in 
the air nearly eight days—172 hours 
and 32 minutes—over that Texas city 
to set a new endurance flying rec- 
ord. The Texas aviators broke a re 
fueling endurance mark which had 
been established irf the first momn 
of this year by the army tri-motor- 
ed monoplane, the Question Mark, 
at Los Angeles. The Question Mark 
flew 150 hours and 40 minutes. 


Two other aviation records have 


fallen by the wayside in the past 
:ew weeks. Lieut. Apollo Soucek of 
:he navy, established a new wjrld 
altitude record of 39,140 feet, while 
Miss Marvel Crosson of San Diego, 
reached a height of 24,000 feet for 
:he unofficial women's altitude mark.

Von Bronk timed radio 
frequency device, the very heart of 
every radio receiving set and the 
basis of protracted litigation involv- 
ing its patent legality as against the 
privately-owned Alexanderson patent 
which performs the same function. 


In all, the navy acquired from 


the alien property custodian 100 pa- 
tents for the $1,690. The purchase 
was made in 1919. At present, how- 
ever, 'only, 55 of these patents remain 
as 'eielusiove" navy devices, since the 
patent rights on the others have ex- 
pired.' 
No one has ever estimated 


the acti'.al worth of these former 
German patents but it ig conceded 
that they are,among the most val- 
uable to the art today. 


These patents are not held ex- 


clusively for governmental use, but 
are made available to radio manu- 
facturers who are to enter cross- 
licensing agreements with the navy. 
Atwater Kent Zenith, Wired Radio," 
Inc., Pathe Radio and Phonograph 
Corporation, and other manufactur- 
ing ana radio firms have entered 
such, agreements with the navy, and 
in return, allow the navy to use all 
of their exclusive patent holdings, 
with a provision that the navy will 
have access to all future patents ac- 
quired by the cross-licensees.
